recollection that has ever been record- 
ed where our national dignity has been 
maintained. 
There is not a ship-own- 


er in the United States 
that feels se- 


cure when he sends 
his vessels 
forth 


to foreign 
ports; and 
with fear and 


trembling 
he risks 
his 
ventures 
in 


what may 
be termed insecure 
locali- 


ties. 
The Salouica outrage, 
which is 


an occurrence 
of butjyesterday, 
is cal- 


culated to suggest to all nations a 
re- 


form in this respect. 
The French and 


German 
Consuls 
have been 
massa- 


cred, and it now remains 
io be seen 


what action the governments they re- 
present 
will take 
in the 
premises. 


Great 
Britain would not be tardy in 


resenting 
such 
an 
outrage; 
but with 


our own government there is a lament- 
able weakness 
in this regard. It is not 


possible for any nation to have always 
an ample fleet in any particular 
local- 


ityat a critical 
moment, 
aud 
hence 


there is a necessity for an internation- 
al combination, 
whereby 
an 
inter- 


change 
of protective 
effort can 
be 
given where friendly powers are taken 
at advantage. 
Such 
occasions 
must 


necessarily be of frequent occurrence? 
and no remedy 
lies at hand from the 


nation offended. 
This is a matter that 


Christian nations should 
consider for 
their mutual protection. 
When Com- 


modore Ingraham demanded 
the re- 


lease of an American citizen unjustly 
held by the Austrian 
authorities 
on 


penalty of his letting loose the broad- 


sides of the old St. Louis," the world 
applauded 
the act, and Austria grace- 


fully complied, 
although 
our gallant 


commander 
was in charge 
of a miser- 


able 
wooden 
bulk that 
could 
have 


been blown to atoms in an instant by 
tbe fleet 
and forts 
that surrounded 


him when his demand was made. 
This 


is the right spirit aud such should be 
the policy of all governments, 
and 


more particularly of the United States 
whose 
interests 
are more 
widely ex- 


tended than those of auy other nation 
on earth. 
In the first place, our navy 


has uever beeu large enough,aud 
there 


has uever 
existed 
at the seat 
of the 


government that positiveness 
of char- 


acter which renders all nations respec- 
table and makes them respected. 
This 


affair at Salonica willopen the eyes of 
all nations and may, and we trust will 
promote 
a proper 
action 
towards 
af- 


fording protection 
to citizens 
in for- 


eign ports, 
whether in an official ca- 


pacity or merely as private individu- 
als. 
Protection of subjects 
at all haz- 


ards 
is 
the 
best 
evidence 
of the 


strength of governments
